Mr. Becker is an extensive dealer 
in natural ice, and he has a large

He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that while he knew of no actu- 
al combination between any of the 
large ice companies, that one concern 
practically fixed the price, inasmuch 
as it controlled the most of the output 
of the St. Louis factories.

HIS FOURTH ‘ATTEMPT 





Henry De Brunner Swallowed 
Poison and Died Within 
a Few Minutes. 


When his wife tried to take away 
from him a beer stein into which he 
had poured 50 cents’ worth of carbolic 
acid, Henry De Brunner, holding the 
stein poised in his hand, said to her 
Saturday afternoon: 

“Stand back or I'}] dash it-in 
face.’’ 

Fleeing in terror, Mrs. De Brunner 
ran from the kitchen of their home at 
544 North Broadway. 

A moment after his wife left the room 
De Brunner put the stein to his lips 
and drained the fatal draught. 

He. died while being taken in an am- 
bulance to the North End Dispensary. 


This was his fourth attempt at suicide 
and wag the third time he had tried to 
end his life with carbolic acid. 

He purchased the poison at a neigh- 
boring -drug store shortly before 
noon, telling the clerk that he wanted 
to use. it as a disinfectant. 

De Brunner was a cabinet maker 
and car finisher. He was 638-years old 
and had a daughter and four sons. 
Family quarrels and disagreements 
with his sons were stated to be th 
cause of his previous attempts to kill- 
himself. 

Mrs. De Brunner told the police Sat- 
urday that her husband has been out 
of work and in poor health for several 
weeks and that he has been morose.

Sheriff T. C. Wilson of Hempstead 
County, Ark., called on Chief of De- 
teciives Desmond Saturday relative to 
the charges made in Washington, 


Ark., against John T. Lynn of 1481 


Lucretia avenue. - The Sheriff was ac- 
companied by John Holland of Wash- 
ington. They told the Chief that a 
Justice of the Peace in Washington 
had issued a warrant for the arrest of 
Lynn, who was connected with a bank 
there which closed its doors several 
weeks ago. The Sheriff said the 
charge of obtaining money by false 
pretense, in connection with the bank 
closing, had been preferred against 
ynn. 

He said the bank, when seemingly 
prosperous, suddenly closed its doors, 
and that when the depositors broke in 
they found nothing but two safes and 
a lot of fixtures and letters, one of 
which made it appear that the offi- 
cers of the bank had heen connected 
a similar institution at Howe, 
which failed some time ago. 

The Sheriff also stated that Gov. Da- 
vis of Arkansas had written a letter 
to Gov. Folk asking that a requisition 
be granted for Lynn's arrest. As the 
police have had no word from Jeffer- 
son City relative to the case, Chief 
Pesmond could do no more than detail 
a detective to search for Lynn. 

Attorney Neff. with offices in the 
at Building, who represents 
Lynn, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had visited Washington with 
Lynn when the bank was organized, 
and that Mr. Lynn had not violated 
any law of that State. 

“Mr. Lynn put about $6000 in mate- 
rial and cash into the bank,” said the 
attorney, “and afterward borrowed 
about $1100 from the bank, giving his 
note. He was solvent at the time and 
the note was good. He is willing to 
go to Arkansas, but the charge made 
against him cannot be sustained. 

“We have sent an attorney with all 

of the papers in the case to present 
the matter to’ Gov. Folk, to prevent, 
if possible, injustice to Mr. Lynn. He 
will go to Arkansas, anyway, in his 
own interest. It may be that other 
officials of the bank have done wrong. 
It is stated that one of them is under 
arrest. But Mr. Lynn did not obtain 
money by false pretenses.”

WASHINGTON, June 30.—President 
Roosevelt went to the Capitol this fore- 
noon in order to sign bills passed dur- 
ing the last hours of Congress. 

President Roosevelt arrived at the 
Capitol at 11:28 and after shaking hands 
with a number of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives began at once to sign bills, 

The first session of the 58th Congress 
has been a strenuous session from start 
to finish. 

The measure which caused the great- 
est debate is the railroad rate bill. Be- 
gun with the session, its consideration 
continued throughout. 


The pure food enactment and the meat 
inspection provision. are also impor- 


tant changes in the Federal attitude to-.j. 


wards both the producer and consumer 
of the country. 

A uniform and more strict method 
of naturaNzing aliens was enacted. 


Immunity for Witnesses. 


The immunity of witnesses from pros-

A bill removing the internal revenue 
tax on denatured alcohol also was 
passed, 

The type of the Panama Canal was 
fixed, thus settling a question which has 
perplexed both the professional and the 
lay mind.

This is a greater sum than has been 
made available since the war Congress 

of 1898. Of this amount $25,000,000 will 
go into new public buildings in various 
sections of the country.

TO RECONSIDER 
NEW PARK BILL 


Speaker O’Brien, Acting for 
House, Rules Out Coale’s 
Resolution.

PASSED IN A HURRY 





Measure Involving $1,767,000 


Purchase Got Through in 
Five Days. 





PUBLIC WAS NOT HEARD 
Bill Hurriedly Reported Out of 
Committee and Passed 
by Majority. 








The refusal of the majority of the 
House of Delegates Friday night to re- 
consider the $1,767,000 old Fair Grounds 
purchase bill, which was introduced, re- 
ferred to-a committee, read three times 
and passed, all in the space of five days, 
has aroused much criticism and caused 
many rumors at the City Hall. 

The bill was passed, although Comp- 
troller Player refused to certify to it. 

Under the provisions the sum to be 
paid is two-thirds’ of a million dollars 
more than the tract is worth, accord- 
ing to a committee of the Real Estate 
Exchange. There was no public hear- 
ing on the bill. 

As.the bill was passed Wednesday 
morning, when no member of the mi- 
tnority was present, the entire respon- 
sibility for the bill is laid on the ma- 
jority members. 

The bill was introduced in the House 
Friday night, June 2, by Sam Stan- 
nard. Stannard, a_minority member, 
said he introduced the bill gimply by 
request. The bill‘ provided for the lease 
of the old Fair Grounds for park pur- 
poses for 13 years at an annual rental 
of $100,000. The city can then buy the 
tract, it was stipulated, for $467,000, 
This would bring the total cost up to 
$1, 767,000. 

Last Tuesday night the bill was read 
the second time and referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee, of which 
James Nash is chairman. 

The next day, Wednesday, a special 
meeting of the House was held just 
before the trip to Chesley Island was 
begun. The special meeting was un- 
derstood to be principally for the pur- 
pose of considering a. bunch of mu- 

nicipal code revision bills. 

No member of ‘the’ minority was 
present. Even Stannard, .who intro- 
duced the bill,- was net on the floor. 
With 15 majority members seated, 
Chairman Nash reported. favorably 
the bill, with no amendments. 

No amendments to the bill were of- 
fered on the floor of the House. The 
bill was put on its passage and 
passed without a dissenting vote. 

The reason given by the majori 
members for the rapid passage of 
bill was that this was the o 
to get the bill through before the rod 
sembly adjourns for the summer. 

At Friday night’s meeting an effort 
was made by the minority to force the 
controlling faction to reconsider the 
bill. Coale introduced a resolution‘ in 
which he said that the bill wag ille- 
gal and that it should be _ reconsid- 
ered.’ Speaker O’Brien ruled the reso- 
lution out of order. 

As no member of the minority had 
voted for the bill, none of them could 
move to reconsider it under the rules 
of the House: Speaker O’Brien said 
that Coale’s resolution was virtually 
a motion to reconsider, and conse- 
quently it was out of order. 

“The bill is illewal," said Coale to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “It has not 
been certified to by the Comptroller 
and consequently under the provisions 
of the charter it is ifegal. Moreover, 
it makes the city pay nearly a million 
dollars too much.’

HOPES DAUGHTER'S 
SLAVER 1S CAUGHT 


Widowed Mother of Mary Sand- 
ers Awaits Prisoner's 
Identification. 


The identification of aman in cus- 
tody at Pine Bluff, Ark.,. believed to be 
Miiton F. Berry, who killed Mary Sand- 
ers in St. Louis nearly eight years ago, 
is being anxiously awaited by the slain 
woman's widowed mother, Mrs. Caroline 
Sanders of 2855 Ohio avenue. 

Policeman James, who knew Berry, 
has been sent to Pine Bluff to see’ the 
prisoner, in response to a telegram from 
Sheriff Gouid, stating that the man held 
resembles closely the description of the 
murderer. 

Miss Sanders was shot to death by 
Berry in the parlor of her parents’ 
home, then at 2854 South Jefferson av- 
enue, on the evening of Aug. 17, 1898. He 
had been her suitor for two years, the 
two having met when Miss Sanders was 
20 years old. Berry was 
and had been prosperous.

Five minutes after, Berry drew a re- 
volver and fired at her three times. One 
bullet penetrated her temple, and she 
fell, fatally wounded. He fled.

PAUL, Minn., June 30.—Richard 
Mansfield White, brother of Stanford 
White, murdered in Madison Square 
Garden by Harry K. Thaw, stopped 
several hours in St. Paul, en route from 
Seattle, Wash., to New York, to urge 
the prosecution of Thaw.

Mr. White, despite the many pub- 
lished stories attacking the character 
of his dead brother, strongly denies the 
infamous conduct charged to Stanford 
White. He says the stories are being

Circular, Upward Movement of Clippers, Which Removes Hair 
Closely, Gives Name to Method Particularly Popular With 
, Members of Ravens Baseball Team. 


The “spiral haircut,” inaugurated or 
received, by the fashionables in the 
vicinity of Grand and Sullivan avenues, 
including several princes of the dia- 
mond who this week have been hunt- 
ing scores in Sportsman’s Park, is the 
most modern caprice, 

It is designed more for comfort than 
beauty, but the distinguished men who 
have permitted their heads to be 
dressed in the ‘“‘spiral’’ manner have ex- 
cited wide commen® and it is likely 


that very shortly the fashion will be al 


most universal in St. Louis. 

The “spiral haircut” is distinctly a 
summer style, and when exposed in un- 
screened places may cause the owner 
considerable annoyance through the as- 
saults made upon it by flies. However, 
with a Hght covering, it is cool, and, 
if the wearer be scarless, .not unat- 
tractive. 

The mode is largely in vogue among 
the residents in certain State and Fed- 
eral institutions, where the rules pre- 
scribe that all who dwell there shall 
adopt this peculiar fashion. ' 

Among the more prominent of those 
who have adopted the style and ap- 
peared where it was noticeahle to a de- 
gree are Messrs. Pelty, Spencer, O’Con- 
nor and Nordyke of the St. Louis Ra- 
vens; Beckley of the Cardinals. 

Mr. Pelty Gets Craze. 

When Mr. Pelty, the Farmington phe- 
nomenon, bared his head to mop the 
perspiration from his brow, the other 
day, and the sun’s rays settled upon 
him, his pate glistened like the glided 
dome of a cathedral. :

“He grasps the clippers with the 
thumb and middle finger of the right 
hand, seizes the victim by the nape of 
the neck with the left, and, beginning 
At the neck hair line, manipulates the 
instrument in such manner as to sever 


‘tthe hairs close to the scalp. 


_Cireular, Upward Motion. 


“He runs the clippers in a sweeping 
motion, circling upward toward the 
forehead, continuing the operation until 
the hirsute growth is entirely removed, 
or made so short ag to have to be 
plucked out with tweezers. It is the 
circular, upward motion which gives the 
haircut the name ‘spiral.’ 

‘In brief, the ‘spiral haircut’ is simply 
a revival of the old ‘shingle’ under a 
more modern appellation. It is becom- 
ing very popular, particularly among 
those who perspire freely, affording ex- 
cellent opportunities for frequent cool 
shampoos and such a delightful tickling 
of the hand when the member is slid 
over the head that babies cry for it.’’

CAMDEN, N. J., June 30.—Five work- 
men were injured today in an accident 
at the launching of the battleship New 
Hampshire at the yards of the New 
York Shipbuilding Co. in this city. 

The men were injured while at work 
clearing away the props which held the 
big vessel. The timbers gave way with- 
out warning and the men were hurled 
some distance by being hit by the propa. 
James Campbell of Gloucester and Jo- 
seph Kappakinski were taken to a hos- 
pital severely bruised about the head 
and body. Campbell’s condition is said 
to be serious. The other workmen are 


only slightly injured. : 
Miss Hazel E. McLane, daughter of 
Gov. McLane of New Hampshire chris- 
tened the battleship. Miss Marion 
Shortwell of Cambridge, N. H., and Miss 
Margaret Thayer of Concord were maids 


of honor. 
Gov. McLane and his staff and other 


distinguished persons witnessed the 


launching. 
The New Hampshire is a sister to the 


battleship Kansas, which was recently 


launched. 
Dimensions and Speed. 

The new battleship is about 50 per 
cent capacity. The contract under 
which the battleship was built talls 
for a maintenance of 18 knots speed 
for a period of four consecutive hours. 
The hull is of steel throughout and is 
fitted with bilge and docking Keels. 
The general dimensions are: Length 
on load water line, 450 feet; length 
over all, 456 feet 4 inches; extreme 
beam to molding, 75 feet 5% inches; 
to outside of plating, 76 feet 8 inches; 
extreme beam to outside of armor, 76 
feet 10 inches. 

The armament of the New 
shire will be: 
inch, eight 8-inch, 12 7-inch breech- 
loading rifles; secondary battery, 20 
8-inch (or 14-pounders) rapid-fire 
guns, 50 caliber in length; 12 3-pound- 
er semi-automatics, two 3-inch field 
pieces, two machine guns of 30 cali- 
ber, and six-automatics of 30 caliber. 

The battleship’s propelling power 
will consist of twin screws, four 
cylinder, triple expansion enginés of a 
combined indicated horsepower of 16,- 
500. Each engine will be placed in a 
separate water-tight compartment.

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INTERVIEWS BY THE OFFICE BOY

EING apprised of the controversy. raging ‘between 
B Prof. McGee and Park Commissioner Aull as to 
whether the last of the Texas long-horns should 
have a place in the Forest Park Zoo, I set out yesterday 
to see these gentlemen and get both sides of the story. 
It seems there are two sides, though Mr. Aull says the 
McGee steer is too lean to say with certainty whether 
there are two sides or one. 
“I protest,” said Prof. McGee, “against calling this 
noble and patriarchial creature a bum steer. It is emi- 
‘nently more fitting and infinitely more respectful to 
science to refer to him as the Genus Bos. He is, indeed, 
a great curiosity, and if he were in the park the people 
would no more think of looking at the other Packingtown 
pets out there than the Genus Bos himself would deign 
to notice them. He is 1 first cousin of the great Aurochs of,the time of 
Caesar, the leading ruminant of the family Bovidae, and a creature of such 
mighty prowess that throughout the palmy days of Rome he had the distinc- 
tion of wearing a gold ring in his nose and appearing in the Cireus Maximus in 
close association with the fairest Christians of that day. In that golden age; 
when people knew a prize steer from a muley cow, the splendid Bos was not 
only given the freedom of the parks, but he was so revered that his great horns 
were mounted in silver standards and kept in the best families as fancy steins. 
One of these, preserved almost to the fiineteenth century at Zabern, near Strass- 
burg, would hold three quarts.

He is also the first cousin of the Cavicornia, or hollow-horned ruminants, includ- 
ing the noblest amd most prized of all living quadrupeds, the Giraffa Camelo- 
pardalis, which could lick the paint off the Courthouse dome.” 

When 
Prof. McGee ‘alinoal the capture of a Genus Bos for the Zoo, I naturally 
supposed he hat some creature with a Greek head, a Sanscrit skin, a Latin 
tail anda mace Jise\one of the Sutherland sisters.

VALUABLE MUSIC DICTIONARY. 


Prof. Louis C. Elson of the New England Conservatory of Music has 
compiled a dictionary of musical terms and phrases which is comprehensive 
and up to date. It contains 318 pages, and besides the dictionary proper 
it gives rules for pronouncing Italian,:German and French; a list of pop- 
ular errors and doubtful terms in music; a list of prominent foreign com- 
posers, artists, etc., with their chief: works, the pronunciation of their 
names and the date of their birth and death; and a short vocabulary of 
English musical terms with their Italian equivalents. Phonetic spelling 
is used when necessary, and in the case of important musical terms the ex- 
planation is thorough, extending in some instances to two or three pages. 
Music dictionaries are numerous, but ‘as the art of music is. constantly 
changing, an up-to-date book is always welcome. (Boston: Oliver Ditson 


Co.)

The Cause Wins in the End.

Mazzini and Kossuth—how strangely 
fate played with those two men! Maz- 
zini had all his life plotted and strug- 
gled for the unification of Italy under a 
free national government. Not many 
years after the period of which I speak 
‘the national unity of Italy did indeed 
come, first partially aided by the man 
Mazzini hated most, the French Em- 
péror Louis Napoleon, and then greatly 
advanced by the marvellous campaign 
of Garibaldi, which is said to have been 
originally planned by Mazzini himself, 
and which reads in history like a ro- 
mantic adventure of the time of the 
Crusades. Finally the unification of 
Italy was fully achieved under the aus- 
pices of the dynasty of Savoy; and Maz- 
zini, the republican, at last died in an 
obscure corner in unified Italy where 
he had hidden himself under a false 
name, an exile in hig own country. 

Kossuth had agitated with his wonder- 
ful eloquence and then conducted a bril- 
liant though unfortunate war for the 
national independence of Hungary. A 
defeated man, he went into exile. In 
the course of time a large measure of 


| the political autonomy, the substantial 


independence of Hungary as a self- 
governing country, was accomplished 
by peaceable means, and the Hungaridh 
people seemed for a while to be content- 
ed with it. But it was accomplished 
under the kinship of the house of Haps- 
burg; and Kossuth, who never would 
ow his head to the Hapsburg, inflex- 
ly resisted every invitation . calling 


Nim back to his country, whose legend- 


ary national hero he had not ceased to 
be: and he finally died as a voluntary 
exile at Turin, a very old and lonely 
man. 

A large part of what those two men 
had striven for was at last won—but it 
then appeared in a form in which they 
would not recognize it as their own.

SENATOR BURTON 
ASKS NO PARDON 


Convicted Kansan Says He Will 
Abide by Supreme Court's 
Mandate. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 80.—Bailie P. 
Waggener, one of the attorneys for 


ex-United States Senator J. R. Bur- 
ton, gave out a signed statement to- 
day denying, on behalf of Senator Bur- 
ton, any desire to secure an execu- 
tive pardon in case of his final convic- 
tion by the United States Supreme 
Court. The statement, in part, fol- 
lows: 
“The purport of a Washington. dis- 
tch is that Burton and his attorneys 
have ‘practically abandoned his case, 
or are ready to abandon it.if any as- 
Surance can be had that a pardon can 
be obtained. This movement may 
have originated with the ex-Senator’s 
friends, and it may be in good faith, 
but it certainly is not in his interests, 
nor does it treat the Supreme Court 
with proper respect. This case is still 
pending on an application for a re- 
hearing, and without discussing either 
the law or the facts in the case, it is 
not out of the way to call attention 
to the divided court and that many 
new and undetermined questions are 
raised in the case. Having great faith 
in the justice of our cause, we hope 
and expect to win the case. Talk of 
a pardon is premature, if not disre- 
spectful to the Court, while the case 
is pending in any of its stages. If 
the case is finally decided against him, 
our advice would be that he would 
wrong himself gna the State that has 
honored him if*he should apply for a 
pardon, 

“And we are authorized to say for 
him that neither now or at any time 
will he ask for a pardon. This is a 
case for the courts, to be -finally ad- 
judicated by the courts, and our cHMent 
will rest hig case there and will obey 
their mandate.”
